In 
his headphone each student 
heard the voice on the tape 
reciting a sentence or phrase 
In Spanish. The voice on the 
tape paused, and the. student 
spoke aloud the words he had 
just heard, trying to use the 
same accent etc. he had heard. 

The class speaks in unison, 
repeating the words heard in 
the earphones, but the teach- 
er can select any individual 
to listen to separately. Mrs. 
Scott wore headphones, too. 
By means of a control board 
on her desk, she could "tune 
in" each student. The stu- 
dent's headpiece included a 
microphone into which he 
spoke. Mrs. Scott could thus 
listen to him repeat the sen- 
tence, correct any error, and 
ho would repeat. 

The "control board" 'had 
34 stations, or desks. This 
class had thirty students. Mrs.

We donned the earpieces 
ourselves to listen for a while.

One of the dramatic suc- 
cess stories of the last two 
years has been the stepped- 
up performance of the Illi- 
nois Liquor Control Commis- 
sion, an unheralded but Im- 
portant agency that plays a 
key role in the continuing 
battle against crime. 

Shortly after I took office. 
I began to receive com- 
plaints - about the failure of- 
the commission to vigorously 
enforce the lows of the Slate 
of Illinois in addition to its 
own rules and regulations. I 
reorganized the agency and 
notified it that I would ac- 
cept only a top effort. 

I particularly emphasized 
that it was their duty to stop 
the sale of alcoholic bever- 
ages to persons less than 21 
years of age, to stop gambling 
on the premises of liquor 
Ucensees, to stop solicitation 
of prostitution and solicita- 
tion of drinks by women pat- 
rons and to prevent known 
hoodlums and persons of un- 
savory character from ob- 
taining a state liquor .license. 

The result speaks for it- 
self. The commission mem- 
bers — Chairman Howard 
Carlwrlght, Leo Nelson and 
Sam Ruben — have revoked 
or suspended more than 1,500 
liquor licenses in carrying 
out their duty. In one year 
they initiated and handled 
more than 10 times as many 
cases as the previous com- 
mission. 

In the fiscal year that the 
commission began its crack- 
down, a total of 068 Illinois 
liquor licensees applied for 
federal gambling stamps in 
direct violation of a long- 
standing commission rule. 
This year, because the com- 
mission sought out and pun- 
ished violators, that number 
dropped to 10. In addition, 
the commission began a drive 
to make liquor licensees pay 



thcVr justly due sales taxes, 
which a number had collected 
from patrons and then re- 
fused to turn over to the state. 

The commission efforts 
have brought national recog- 
nition. One industry news- 
paper editorial recently said 
that "the presently constitut- 
ed state liquor commission 
lias the respect and confi- 
dence of everyone in the 
liquor industry." And the 
Chicago Crime Commission 
called the group "a bulwark 
against lawlessness," adding 
that "the results you have ob- 
tained are remarkable." 

The citizens of Illinois owe 
a debt of gratitude to these 
fearless and conscientious 
commissioners.

the stern. When the wheel of 
a boat is turned to the right 
the stern swings .to the left. 

The bow will move in the 
direction of the wheel's turn. 
The stern, Instead of follow- 
ing doclley In the path of the 
bow as the rear wheels of an 
automobile follow the front 
wheels, will swing in the op 
poslte direction Hko a car 
skidding broadside. 

Any boatman should take 
this into consideration and 
not delay too long in steering 
away from an obstacle or the 
stern of his boat may clobber 
it even though he clears it 
with his bow. 

Inboard helmsmen should 
be particularly awaro of the 
direction of rotation of their 
boats' propellers. A right 
handed propeller is one which, 
viewed from the stern, turns 
in a clockwise direction. 

Inboard boats so equipped 
will usually back down to tho 
left, the stern moving to- 
port, sometimes despite rud- 
der position. 

Left hand rotating propel- 
lers will cause an inboard to 
arc to starboard in backing. 

Judicious use of the throt- 
tle can offset this steering 
shortcoming of the single-en- 
gine inboara. For example, in 
a bdat which is difficult or 
Impossible to back to star* 
board, give the boat hard left 
rudder, then rev the engine 
for just a second in forward 
gear. This will kick the stern 
In the desired direction with- 
out giving the boat headway. 
Then back down. 

Both wind and current can 
give an alarming momentum 
to a boat. If you are broad- 
side to the wind and current, 
there is no means to brake 
their action so have fenders 
ready. 

Whenever possible a dock- 
ing apporach should be made 
against the effect of wind or 
current, whichever is strong- 
er, preferably against both. 

If you must dock with wind 
and current adding to your 
momentum, come In slowly 
with wind and current astern. 
Use your engine In reverse 
gear as a brake.

2,070 names. Only 500 are

Members of the Junior Col- 
lege Assoc, hope that Dr. Pet- 
ty will call for a referendum 
by Dec. 14. 

Eleven high school districts, 
including Antloch, are mem- 
bers of the Junior College 
Assoc. Lake Forest, Highland 
Park and Barrlngton are not 
included in the proposed Col- 
lege District.
